ish Community Center there. 

The first permanent agent was Ed- 
ward N. Slamon, a native of South- 
west Philadelphia and graduate of St. 
Joseph's College v/lth 20 years' expe- 
rience as a special agent for the Bu- 
reau of Alcohol, Tooacco and Fire- 
arms (ATF). 

In May, 1970, Frankhouser, tjien 
Grand lOokard (speaker) . of pie ' 
Pennsylvania United Kians of Am'er- 
:!ca, showed up at the firearms bu- 
:jeau office, ostensibly to ask Slamon 
k a rifle he was carrying was of 
legal length. , [ 

Under Investigation 

"L think Frankhouscr just wanted. 
to take a look at the new boy in. 
town," Slamon recalled. At the time, , 
Frankhouser Avas under investigation 
for possible possession of automatic 
weapons. He had directed a secret 
camp in - the Blue Mountains of ' 
Schuylkill County, where Klansmen 
and Minutemen held maneuvers and 
stored weapons. 

, During the next- few months, 
Frankhouser and Slamon often ran 
into each other in Jimmie Krame]j*s 
Peanut Bar, a tavern in downto^-n 

'lading near Frankhouser's homejon, 
S()uth Fourth Street. '-^ 

^ The smooth-talking Frankhouser 
bj^bgan hinting to Slamon that he 
could help uncover an active traffic 
In stolen v/eapons. Finally, on Sept. 
22, 1972, in a ride vnth Slamon in a 
government car through the Pemisyl- 
vania Dutch farming coimtry, he 
agi*eed to become a government in- 
formant. ' . 

"I told him at the time that our ' 
primary interests were the militant 
groups that were very active — the 
black militants, the JDL (Jewish De- , 
fense League), the IRA (Irish Repub- 
lican Army), and the Black Septem-^ 
ber," Slamon said. "Roy told me that 
he had connections in almost every 
group."' 

Although none of those organi;ja- *' 
tlons seemed ■ particularly close \to 
i[rankhouser*s various causes, there 
•vras one — the Black September ^j— 
whose anti-Jewish activities could ap- 
peal to the American ultra-right ,

In October 1972,, Frankhouser told 
Slamon, according to Slamon's testi- 
mony, that he had "made contact 
\s\ih. some members of the Black 
September inovsm.ent," which had a 
headquarters in Toronto. 

Slamon got approval for a mission 
from higher autiiorities, including the 
National Security Council and John 
Caulfield, who v/as then assistant di- 
rector of enforcement for the alcohol 
and firearms bureau. .(Caulfield^ a 
former Nev/ York City policeman, 
se;M/ed the Nixon Administration ^at 
various times under John D. Ehrfich.- 
mm, Charles Colson and John W. 
Dtian ni. He resigned in the sprijig 
of. 1973 when it "was disclosed tliat 
he tried to persuade Watergate burg- 
lar James P. McCord to remain silent 
by offering him clemency.) 

Slamon has testified in a closed 
hearing in federal court in Philadel- 
phia that "even the White House was 
given the go-ahead on this, because 
of the nature of the investigation.** 

Established Liaison - 

So Roy Frankhouser, the Nazi and 
Klansman, was sent to Canada as an 
agent of the U.S. government, pri- 
vt^rily to penetrate the Black Sep- 

~^,r group, which reportedly '^- 
Isled in Toronto's substa^^l A/afe 
ccpimunity, . i; 

On the surface, his mission wail^-to'

Earlier he had reported to the fire- 
arms bureau that Black September 
was interested in buj'ing automatic 
weapons and explosives in order "to 
kidnap and/or assassinate Jewish 
leaders in the Eastern U.S.,'* accord- 
ing to Slamon's testimony. 

In an official report filed Oct 3, 
197)1, the Washington office of the 
firoarms biu'eau said, "we are coja- 
vinced of both the authenticity and 
val*<ie of information he can supply.'!* 

In recent years there has been coji- 
cern. among law-enforcement authori- 
ties that Canada's Arab population, 
estimated at 100,000, might provide a' 
base for small groups of exti-emists. 

There have been few serious prob- . 
lems so far, although a year ago the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police in- 
tercepted som_e letter bombs that had' 
been mailed in Canada. Spokesmen 
for the Arab community, includuag 
the .Canadian Arab Federation, have ' 
complained that the police had tap- 
.ped phones, recruited^ Arab informers ; 
and bugged meeting places. . ; 

Authorities have also been con- " 
cerned that an attempt will be mada ^ 
to disrupt the summer Olympics in ^' 
Moiftreai next year. Black Septembiir • 
terrorists killed 11 members of the-- 
Israeli team at the simimer games In 
Mufeh in September, 1972, less tliah 
two months before Frankhouser's 
^mission began. ^ . \ 

Met Gun Dealer v 

Frankhouser's fu-st contact was a * 
gun dealer in Buffalo, N, Y., who re- 
portedly had connections with Arab \ 
extremists in Toronto. He was then 
led to additional contacts in Toronto, 
whom Slamon said he met through a 
single intermediary. The National Se- . 
curity Council and the firearms bu- 
reau have refused to identify the con- 
tacts. 

The names of several other persons 
Frankhouser met in Toronto are in 
the federal court records, bui an in- 
•fcpned source said they were **peri- 
pijeral figures." 

'In all, Frankhouser made four tr^s 
to^ihe Toronto area, including a side 
trip to Buffalo to investigate a report 
of an agreement to kill another fed- 
eral informer. His expenses for trips 
^ October, November and December

Sims implicated FrankhouserMJy 
signing a lengthy statement sayiiig 
tiiat he had visited Reading fo'ir 
tiixies in 1973, and that in July, 
Frankhouser had helped hiin load 240 
pounds of dynamite into his car for 
shipment to Michigan. 

Tlie statement was written and 
signed in September 1973, but it Avas 
not until five months later that 
Frankhouser was arrested. During 
that time, the government made one " 
last attempt to use Frankhouser as 
an agent. - 



On Friday night, Oct. 13, 1973, two 
bombs concealed in boxes exploded 
in black and Puerto Rican sections of 
Reading. One- man was killed: 
Another lost a hand. Angry crowds 
gathered and ^ shouted the name^ 
"Frankhouser!" ,f . 

. ''We called Roy that night," Sla- " 

' mon said. "He was at horns at that 
time and he was visibly emotionally^ 

, upset." . ^ ' 

Within two' weeks, Frankliouser 
told Slamon that he couid provide in- 
form^adon leading to the bomber, but 
before making any deal he wanted- 
immunity for his part in the earlier 
stolen dynamite case. 

Frankliouser also wanted a $5,000 
reward -- half of a $10,000 reward 
put up by the city, most of it contri- 
butions from. Jewish businessmen. In 
addition, he wanted a new briefcase 
to replace one he said had been dam- 
aged on a previous government as- 
signment, a new tape recorder and 
renewal of his permit to carry a glin, 
which he said he needed for self-pro- 
tection.

tember. When asked to cooperate 
^ith the Canadians, Frankhouser's 
response 'was a bluut "no thanks.** 

Frankhouser aiso complained of 
'being undeipaid. 

There may well have been disillu- 
sionment on the government's part, 
too* Slamon has concluded that the 
mission accomplished little and that 
Frankhouseir never actually pene- 
trated Black September- There has 
never been Toronto-based terrorism 
•against American ^ Zionists, as was 
feared.

Though miffed at the government, 
* Frankhouser kept up his contact with 
Slamon in Reading. Soon they were 
working together on a subject that 
Frankhouser knew well: stolen arms 
aud munitions in the Reading area. 
' Jt was in this role that Frankhous- 
ei^s roles as government agent and 
dangerous extremist began to blur.

Elaborate Scheme ,_ 

Frankhouser then offered an elabo- 
rate scheme to set up an armjs pur- 
chase from a Reading man named 
Bert Jones. Ke asked $1,000 for his 
services. 

The government turned down the 
proposal lor two reasons; It ulti- 
mately would involve publicity of tlie 
government's relationship v/ith 
Frankhouser, and it might endanger 
his life. Slamon said his superiors in 
Philadelphia- "told, me they didn*t 
want to go tlirough with the deal the 
way it was set up^Roy's involve- 
ment and tlie publicity/' And so the 
plan died. 

Then in September 1973, Frank- 
houser was implicated in a large Ay- 
namite theft.

The United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan (UKA) was chartered in 1961 at Atlanta, Georgia. 
It was formed as a result of splits in and consolidation of! 
other Klan groups. In July, 1961, the United Klans, Knighlts 
of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Incorporated, merged with ' ' 
the Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged 
organization was headed by Robert Shelton. In October, 1961, 
a majority of the Ku Klux Klan, were merged with the UICA and 
Robert Shelton continued as the leader. 

The UKA is the dominant Klan group in the United 
States with headquarters located at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and Klaverns in various states. Robei^t Shelton of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, continues to be the Imperial Y/izard of the organi- 
zation. The stated aims and purposes of the UKA are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of 
the races. Like other Klan organizations, it is anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic, and anti-foreign born.

A less romantic mission 
apparently was asssigncd 
to Frankhouser the follow- 
ing April. According to an 
affidavit he recently signed 
under oath, Frankhouser 
spied — on behalf of gov- 
ernment prosecutors — on 
Robert Miles, a Ku Klux 
^ Klansman and fundamen- 
talist preacher who was 
convicted of bombing 
school buses to prevent 
school integration in*Ponti- 
ac, Mich., tour years ago. 

"Affiant (Frankhouser) 
was directed by agents of 
said Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms Bureau to moni- 
tor conversations by means 
of a tape recorder between 
Robert Miles and four other 
defendants in the Pontiac 
bus bombing conspiracy 
. • . between said aefend- 
ants and their attorney, 
James E. Wells, and that 
affiant did further under- 
stand that such information 
was given to . . . the 
• Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and the United 
Statefs^ Department of Jus- 
tice." 

FRANKHOUSER trans- 
lated that" from legal jar- 
gon: *'I was part of the 
framing of several people 
that went to prison." 

Wells, the attorney 
representing Miles, said the 
Frankhouser affidavit 
would 1)e filed in U.S." Dis- 
trict Court in Detroit on 
Oct. 1 as part of a request 
for a writ of habeas corpus 
that he hopes will free Miles 
from prison. 

There seems' to be little 
doubt that Frankhouser 
frequently broke the law in 
■ his role as government in- 
formant. And, according to 
Slamon's testimony, other 
informants also engaged in 
illegal activity.

On 3/29/76/ a reliable source advised subject 
continues to reside at 133 South 4th Street/ Reading/ Pa./ 
and is unemployed. Source advised subject does not presently 
hold any leadership position in the Klan. 

It is noted that subject is presently on 
Federal probation and as such is reporting regularly to 
his probation officer in Reading/ Pa. 

In view of subject's inactivity in Right Wing 
extremist matters and the fact he does not hold a leader- 
ship position/ . this case is being placed in a closed status. 
Contact will be maintained with Klan sources regarding sxibject 
and in the event any information is received warranting 
additional investigation/ this case will be re-opened at 
that time and appropriate action will be taken. 
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PURPOSE : To advise of request by Departmental representative on 

the Special Review Committee (SRC) that two afore- 
mentioned Cointelpro actions regarding Mr. Frankhouser be excised 
for delivery to the Department. 

SYNOPSIS: SRC, as a result- of its review of discontinued Cointelpro 
actions, determined that Frankhouser should be notified. 
Subsequent to notification he contacted his Congressman- who for- 
warded a request to this Bureau. We responded with letters to the 
Congressman and requester advising that ^Q request under Cointelpro 
should have been directed to the Departmeiit of Justice rather than the 
Bureau, and advising that with regard to general Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act (FOIA) request additional data would be needed from the . 
requester. Departmental representative on the SRC teiephonically 
requested that pertinent Cointelpro documents be excised for delivery 
to Department. General Investigative Division supervisory personnel 
will proceed with the excision.

I DETATTnCS; The SRC of the Department of Justice is conducting a 

review of our discontinued Cointelpros. During the course 
of its review, it determined that Roy E. Frankhouser, Jr. , should 
be notified, and the Department in a letter dated 7/26/76 advised him 
that he may have been affected by a Coiatelpro action. FranMiouser 
subsequently furnished the information to the Honorable Gus Yatron, 
Congressman, Sixth District of Pennsylvania, with a request that his 
. file be transmitted to Congressman Yatron's office for subsequent 
transmission to Frankhouser. The Congressman then directed a 
request to this Bureau inquiring as to how he might best respond to 
Mr. Frankhouser's request for assistance. 

The Records Management Division on 9/16/76 forwarded 
a letter to Congressman Yatron advising him that requests for records 
evolving out of the 7/26/76 letter regarding Cointelpro notification 
from the Department to Frankhouser should have been directed to the 
Department rather than the FBI, A separate letter to Mr. Frankhouser 
advised his request for access to Cointelpro records in response to 
the letter from the Department of Justice should have been directed 
to the Department. Requester was further advised, with regard to 
general FOIA request for his FBI records, that he should submit 
additional data as well as a notorized signature. Records Manage- 
ment Division is handling the general request. 

Conies of b oth letters were sent to the Department and on 
9/28/76 | I , Departmental re presentative of the SRC, tele- 



phonicaily contacted SA | land indicated that Department 



has received the two letters from the Bureau and now desires that 
the FBI excise two White Hate Cointelpro actions which the SRC has 
determined were directed against Frankhouser. The Department will 
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then direct the relevant excised documents to Frankhouser at his resi- 
dence. Pursuant to the request from the Departmental representative 
a£ the SRC, General Investigative Division supervisory personnel will 
excise the appropriate material and forward it to the Department. 

The Department has previously forwarded a written 
request to this Bureau for relevant excised documents subsequent to 
its receipt of a letter from a requester under the Cointelpro Notifica- 
tion Program. In this instance since the request was Initially made 
to the Bureau and we have responded with a letter to the target and 
Department, it is felt the telephonic request will suffice and this 

memorandum will serve to confirm the oral request from the 
Department. 
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
